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Ts it certain that we can drive 
foreigners out of the cotton mar- 
ket, that is, “regain our foreign 
market", and cut foreign cotton 
Acreage with big crops and low 
prices as advocated in the do- 
mestic allotment plan? Not if we 
judge the future by the past, In- 
crease in foreign cotton ig not a 
new thing under the sun, From 
1870 to 19380 the price of cotton 
ranged from 6 cents to 40 cents, 
For the same period the increase 
in production of foreign cotton was 
about 44 per cent for each 10-year 
period, The war reduced foreign 
production for a short while, Af- 
ter the war the increase started 
Spain and has continued, 

Since 1870, we have had 19 ree- 
ord American cotton crops, each 
bigger than any previous crop, In 
ali except four of these instances, 
foreign cotton acreage was ac- 
tually inereased instead of being 
cut following our big crop, ‘This 
sets the chances at 15 to 4 nearly 
4 to 1—in favor of the conclusion 
that a big volume of American 
cotton is by no means certain in- 
surance against an increase in 
foreign cotton acreage, 

In 1925, foreign cotton acreage 
was 43 million; in 1937, it was 
58 million, Ninety per cent of 


this increase occurred in four 
countries Brazil, China, Russia, 
énd Uganda, Causes of the in- 


crease in these four countries have 
little relation to the cotton policy 
in the United States, 

The increase from 1925 to 1987 
in Brazil was about five million 
acres, During most of this time 
the price of Brazilian cotton has 
been high in comparison with the

margin in favor of cotton expand- 
ed greatly after 1929, 

As cotfee became cheaper the 
spread between cotton and coffee 
widened, In 1931, the Spread in 
favor of cotton was 47 per cent; 
and in 1937, 80 per cent, In ad- 
dition, by devaluing its money, 
Brazil has kept the price of cot- 


ton to Brazilian producers at or 
above pre-depression price while 


the price of cotton to farmers in 
the United States has ranged from 
one-third to two-thirds of pre-de- 
pression prices. The price of cot- 
ton in New Orleans in 1936 was 
more than 80 per cent below the 
1928 price. Held up by currency 
exchange manipulation, the price 
of cotton in Brazil was 8 per cent 
higher in 1936 than in 1928, 

For these reasons, farmers in 
Brazil have shifted from coffee to 
cotton just as farmers in Okla- 
homa often shift from wheat to 
cotton or from cotton to wheat, or 
the farmers in Southeast Alabama 
and Georgia shift from peanuts to 
cotton or cotton to peanuts or pea- 
nuts for hogs to peanuts for mar- 
ket, With the price of coffee low 
and the advantage in favor of cot- 
ton, a big cut in coffee acreage and 
a big gain in cotton acreage in 
Brazil was inevitable. It would 
have taken place regardless of the 
cotton policy of the United States, 

It is generally admitted that the 
increase in Russian cotton has lit- 
tle if any relation to our policy. 
Russia wants to and will produce 
for her own needs. Regardless of 
what we do, Russia will determine 
its own cotton acreage for some} 
time to come. 

China is governed Slightly more 
by our own course than Russia, 
but our policies have very little 
influence on Chinese cotton acre- 
age. Most Chinese cotton is used 
in China and China's 
traces back to the rise of the tex- 
tile industry in China and Japan,

Red Cross Seeks Cut 
In Accident Toll 


— 


1,725,406 First Aiders Trained 
Since 1910 


Cognizant of tremendous losses in 
human lives and of permanent in- 
juries resulting from accidents in 
homes, on farms and highways, and 
around industrial plants as well as 
in the basement workshop, officials 
of the American Red Cross haye 
becn directing a systematic fight 
against what they term “this eco- 
nomle waste,” 

As part of this nation-wide effort 
to reduce deaths and permanent in- 
juries from accidents, a recent state- 
ment from Red Cross headquarters 
in Washington reports that during 
the past 12 months certificates have 
been granted to 296,028 persons 
completing courses in the adminis- 
tration of Red Crogs first aid, 

Holders of these certificates have 
followed detailed courses of study, 
and have been taught how to splint 
fractured limbs, stop flow of blood, 
treat poison sufferers, care for vic- 
tims of heat, electric shock, and 
handle other common emergency 
situations, The courses emphasize 
methods of caring for patients until 
professional medical aid can be 
summoned to scenes of accidents, 

Since 1910, the report reveals, 
1,725,406 persons have received this 
training from qualified Red Cross 
instructors, and at the present time 
20,429 persons are qualified to give 
such instruction, 

Bringing help nearer scenes of 
possible accident, 2,464 emergency 
first ald stations haye been estab- 
lished in strategic locations on prin- 
cipal highways throughout the na- 
tion, operators of the stations re- 
ceiving the prescribed Red Gross 
instructions and maintaining full 
first aid equipment on the spot, Con- 
veniently placed, they also maintain 
up-to-date lists of available doctors 
and ambulance services pledged in 
advance to cooperate with Red 
Cross first aiders in preventing 
deaths and permanent injuries that 
so frequently result from automo- 
bile accidents, 

Mobile first ald units also have 
been established in cooperation with 
state highway and police depart: 
ments, operators of public utility 
vehicles and others frequenting 
highways, operators of such units 
also receiving the prescribed Red 
Cross courses in first aid. 

To cut the number .f persons los- 
ing their lives through drowning 
while swimming, the Red Cross has 
redoubled efforts to train as many 
persons as possible in life saving 
methods. During the past year 88,150 
Persons received certificates upon 
completion of courses. Since 1914, 
884,649 persons haye been trained 
in Red Cross life saying methods, in- 
cluding thousands of persons in GCG 
camps, beach patrolmen, camp in- 
structors, and school boy: and girls, 

Carrying the fight onto farms and 
into homes, a campaign to eliminate 
accidents caused by careless habits 
and faulty equipment last year re- 
sulted in self-checks being made in 
10,000,000 American homes through 
cooperation of children in school, 
women’s clubs, farta organizations, 
and other groups. The 3,700 Red 
Cross chapters and their branches 
in every county are cooperating in 
this national effort to end needless 
pain and suffering resulting from 
such accidents, 

These efforts to lessen such ap- 
palling tolls of human lives and use- 
fulness are made possible through 
memberships in the Red Cross. The 
annual Roll Call will be held be- 
tween November 11 and Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, when all Americans are 
asked to join or renew their affilla- 
tion to ensure continuation of acci- 
dent prevention measures,

ot November 8th was made last 
week by the county canvassing 
board and shows that there were 
eight votes cast for the Republi- 
can candidates and one for the 

Independent candidate, Four of 

the Republican votes were in box 

1 of beat 7, three in beat 18 and 

one in beat 28. The Independent 

vote was also in beat 23, 

Lister Hill, Democratic nominee 
for United States Senator, receiv- 
ea more votes than any other can- 
didate on the ticket with a total 
of 1,224, Other Democratic can- 
didates received totals ranging

As mentioned before, one of the 
chief arguments for the domestic 
allotment plan is that it would 
give farmers “parity on domestic 
consumption,” We all realize that 
our income from cotton this year 


is not very great, but we are get- 
ling “parity on domestic con- 
sumption.” 

If domestic consumption con- 
tinues this year at the same pace 
as during the year ending July 
31, 1938, farmers will be getting 
parity on the domestically con- 
sumed part of the crop under the 
present program. We consumed 
at home about 5,615,000 bales dur- 
ing the year just ended. Soil con- 
servation payments and price ad- 
Justment payments in connection 
with the 1938 crop will total more 
than $260,000,000, which amounts 
to about 9 cents a pound on 5,- 
615,000 bales, If the average price 
for the 1988 crop is between 8 
end 9 cents the price received for 
cotton plus the payments would 
be about 17 cents per pound for 
the domestically consumed part of 
the crop. Parity is now between 
15 and 16 cents, 

We must also bear in mind the 
fact that $260,000,000 or $270,000,- 
000 in payments would not be 
enough to give farmers “parity on 
domestic consumption” under the 
So-called domestic allotment plan 
calling for unlimited production, 
With unlimited production, the 
market price of cotton would be 
lower and therefore considerably 
more than $260,000,000 or $270,- 
000,000 would be needed in pay- 
ments to give farmers parity re- 
turn on the domestically consumed 
cotton, If the price under unlim- 
ited production was 3.5 cents low- 
er, &@ very conservative estimate, 
approximately $100,000,000 more 
would be required to give “parity 
on domestic consumption” of 5,- 
615,000 bales. 

With the unlimited production 
plan in operation, there is no as- 
surance that farmers, year in and 
year out, would get a parity price 
on their domestic allotment. That 
probably would -require a vast 
amount of money from the Treas- 
ury—more than farmers are get- 
ting on cotton under the present 
program. With increased produc- 
tion, the market price of cotton 
naturally would go down and the

in 1938, what is it reasonable to 
assume the cotton situation would 
be? Instead of about 27 million 
acres in cotton we would have at 
teast 38 to 40 million. Instead 
of expecting about an 11- or 12- 
million bale crop we would be ex- 
pecting a crop about 16 million 
bales. The big stock of cotton held 
by the Government—about 7,000,- 
000 bales—would have been dump- 
ed on the market. 

Economists estimate that the in- 
creased supply as a result of the 
bigger crop, allowing for increased 
use, would undoubtedly make for 


lower prices to the extent of 
about 1.5 cents. 
Economists also estimate that 


the release of Government hold- 
ings and abandonment of the idea 
of a loan program would likely 
cause a price reduction to 2 to 2.5 
cents, = 

Thus, if a 12-million bale crop 
in 1938-39 would sell for 8:25 
cents, we must conclude that a 
16-million bale crop under domes- 
tic allotment would sell for 3.5 
to 4 cents less. At 8.25 cents, 
12 million bales would bring near- 
ly- $500,000,000. A 16-million bale 
crop would have to bring’ 6 cents 
to be worth $480,000,000. And, as 
we have pointed out, if a 12-mil- 
lion bale crop under present con- 
ditions would bring 8.25 cents, a 
16-million bale crop under domes- 
tic allotment would be likely to 
bring 3.5 to 4 cents less or only 
about 5 cents or less, 

To cultivate the 11-million addi- 
tional acres would cost growers 
about $100,000,000 more. And with 
the big crop our soils would be 
depleted more and we would have 
less food and feed. To sum it 
up, with a 16-million bale crop, 
we could have expected a price of 
5 cents, $100,000,000 additional 
}cost of production, greater soil de- 


pletion, less food and feed for 
home use, and less gross income

CANE PATCH—Among the 


many things which I have told you 
to do is the job of preparing your 
cane patch for next year. There 


is nothing technical or difficuit 


location which should be in fresh 
foil. Your cane should be on fresh 
land each year. The spot selected 
should be moist but not boggy. A 
sandy natured soil grows the 
brightest cane. You should select 
a spot where the soil is deep as 
your cane needs a quantity of 
water. After you have selected 


the spot, and it should not be a 


large place unless you wish to sell 
Syrup on the market, you should 
clear it and begin to turn the soil; 
It should be scootered two or three 
times and until it is pretty mel- 
low. Break the soil just as deep 
as you can if you wish to grow 
tall cane, After you have broken 
the soil thoroughly you should lay 
off the rows about eight feet 
apart. Bed the land out and as 
you turn the soil with your steel- 
beam, have another mule follow in 
the same furrow pulling a five-inch 
shovel which should go down in 
the bottom of the steelbeam fur- 
row. After you have finished the 
patch and it has rained you should 
re-bed it the same way. On the

HOME

human life has always made it a 
slaught of the power of hell is ap: 


parently redoubled in our day, 
Books, plays, movies, magazines, 


not in any useful or normal>sense, 
but rather for the stimulating of un- 


breaking down of Christian stand- 


ards of living and the ultimate pros- 


titution of the most sacred of all 
human relationships to a level 


of which animals might well be 


ashamed. 

The lesson of today should be 
taught with care and tact, but also 
with a holy boldness and a plain- 
ness that will make {t effective for 
God and for our homes. We begin 
with a word which {s little spoken, 
while far too often the sin tor which 
it stands is practiced and tolerated. 


1. Adultery — 2 Grievous Sin 
(Exod. 20:14; Matt, 5:27, 28). 

First, let us note that any viola- 
tion of the divine plan for the mar- 
riage of one man and one woman, 
in loving communion for the found- 
ing and maintenance of the home, 
4s a direct violation of the law of 
God. It is also a violation of the 
law of man. It brings serious re- 
sults in the destruction of the home, 
and in the ruin of individual life— 
physical, moral, and spiritual. 

The words of Jesus broaden the 
interpretation of the commandment 
to cover all sexual impurity in 
thought, word, or deed. While we 
recognize that the outward act of 
immorality carries with it con- 
sequences both in the life of the in- 
dividual and those with and against 
whom he sins, which do not follow 
upon the thought of evil without the 
act, yet it is true that essentially he 
is guilty who had it in his heart to 
do the wicked thing even though a 
sense of prudence or circumstances 
hindered its execution. We need 
clean hearts and minds if there are 
to be clean lives. 


II, Marriage—a Divine Institution 
(Mark 10:6-8). 

As the proper background for a 
discussion of divorce our Lord 
makes clear that marriage was or- 
dained by God, and that it involves 
a holy union of two individuals 
which makes them one. All those 
who look forward to marriage 
should realize that it is not a casual 
thing, or a merely temporary legal 
contract. It is a union for life—be 
it for better or worse, in sickness 
or health, in prosperity or adversity. 
All who are married should there- 
fore highly regard their sacred 
vows. 

II, Divorce Limited and Remar- 
riage Forbidden (Mark 10:2-4, 10- 
12). 

This passage, and other scrip- 
tures, teach that divorce is not per- 
mitted except on the ground of adul- 
tery (Matt. 5:32), and that any re- 
marriage involves the parties in the 
guilt of adultery. Aware as we are 
of the laxness of some branches of 
the church in such matters, and the 
almost entire lack of standards in 
the world, we cannot but present 
the plain teachings of our Lord and 
urge every reader to follow the 
commandment of God’s Word. 

There can be no question that di- 
vorce is a major evil in our day. 
The writer has been astonished to 
find one family after another in his 
own respectable neighborhood 
where the children bear one name 
and their mothers another, or there 
are two ‘‘sets’” of children in one 
family with different surnames be- 
cause of divorce and remarriage, 
In some cases he Itnows of the fa- 
thers of children coming to see their 
offspring at the home of the second 
husband. What utter confusion such 
situations must create in the minds 
and hearts of the boys and girls! 

IV. Children—the Gift of God to 
the Home (Mark 10:13-16). 

How relieved we are to leave the 
consideration of such sordid, even 
though vitally important, matters 
as moral impurity and divarce, and 
turn to the beautiful picture of 
Christ blessing the little children. 
It would appear that Jesus desired 


to turn the thought of His hearers 


from the negative ‘‘thou shalt not’’ 
to the positive solution of the home 
problem, 

Children make the home. They 


are God's benediction upon the 


marriage of man and woman. Sad 
and disillusioned will be the men 
and women who make themselves 


. childless, hoping thus for more com- 
fort and pleasure. The road to hap- 
piness does not go that way. The 
soft and tender baby hand has led 


many a couple to full happiness, and 


the joy of watching our children 
grow into manhood and woman- 
hood cannot be evaluated in the 


mint of gold or earthly pleasures.

Fire damaged or destroyed 60 
school buildings in Alabama dur- 
ing’ the fiscal year just closed, \¢- 
cording to a report made to the 
Governor by C, B. Rogers, chair- 
man of the State Board of Ad- 
ministration, 

Thirty-one of these buildings 
were totally destroyed, 

These fires oceurred in 88 of 
Alabama's 67 counties, Four of 
them were in Butler, four in Cull- 


man, four in Marshall, four in 
Morgan, three each in Coffee and 
Lauderdale, two each in Baldwin, 
Clay, Cleburne, Coosa, Crenshaw, 
DeKalb, Henry, Pike and Walker, 
and one each in Autauga, Bibb, 
Blount, Calhoun, Chambers, Choe- 
taw, Clark, Escambia, Jefferson, 
Madison, Mobile, Monroe, Ran- 
dolph, Tallapoosa and Winston. 
Fire losses on these buildings 
Amounted to $263,558.60, A part 
of this loss fell upon the State 
Insurance Fund while a portion of 
it was recovered by re-insurance. 
These losses ranged from a few 
dollars where the fire was discoy- 


ered early and extinguished to 


$37,500 where a total loss was sus- 


tained Every time one of these 
fires occurs the State loses money. 
The property is insured for only 
75 per cent of its value and it 
must lose the other 25 per cent 
in case of fire, 

Checking over the records, it 
is found that these losses increase 
from year to year. The taxpayer 
naturally wants to know why. 
How can these losses be checked, ? 

It has heen suggested that fre- 
quent inspections be made of each 
school building by the custodian 
of the building or some member 
of the teaching staff. Inflammable 
materials should be kept away 
from the building as much as pos- 
sible. 

The loss of property is not the 
only reason for safeguarding these 
School buildings against fire:—sta- 
tistics show that in recent years 
more than 800 school children have 
lost their lives in school house 
fires in the United States. For- 
tunately, none of these have oc-

There are 3,119 of these school 
buildings in Alabama and every- 
one of’ them should be made as 
safe and secure as is humanly 
possible for those who must oc- 
cupy them,
